He Tells Committee 
This Would Mean 
‘Nearly Every Man’ 
Would Have to Serve 
in Armed Forces. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP)—~ 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley implied 
today that far more than 250,000 
Americans, in all branches of the 
armed services, now are engaged 
in the Korean war. 


Bradley stuck to round figures 
when he told the House Armed 
Services Committee: | 

“Over in Korea, there are ap- 
proximately a quarter of a million 
Americans who are fighting for 
this nation and our position in 
world affairs.” 

The indication that American 
forces are well above that figure 
was brought out in a roundabout 
way. First, Representative Towe 
(Rep.), New Jersey, wanted to 
know if 300,000 was not the fig- 
ure credited to the United States 
in the Korean operation.

Bradley said there is little 
chance that international tension 
will decrease and the nation may 
have to hold itself in readiness 
“for 10, 15 or 20 years.”

But the Saudi Arabian govern- 
inent, which lives on oil royalties 
paid by United States companies,

Typical of Situation. 

This situation typifies the

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"Piecemeal Approach’ to Missouri 
Basin Development Noted in 
President's Policy Group Report 


New Official Commission Empowered to Re- 


quire Co-operation of Existing Agencies Is 
Proposed—Would Supplant Interagency, |

“PIECEMEAL” approach has characterized the huge program 
for development of. water and land resources of the Missouri 
river basin thus far, the President’s Water Resources Policy 


Commission has developed. The policy commission made this part 
of its argument for establishing a new Missouri Basin Commission, 
armed with specific powers for planning, construction and opera- 
tion of the entire watershed program. 


These statements appeared in 
the third and final volume of 
the commission’s report, entitled 
“Ten Rivers in America’s Future,” 
made public at Washington last 
night. 


These 10 streams are selected

the country. 


basin commissions covering all of 
continental United States. 


For the Missouri watershed its 
idea would supplant the present 
extra-official and legally power- 
less Missouri Basin Interagency 
Committee. It also would sup- 
plant the long-pending Missouri 
Valley Authority proposal. 


Powers of Basin Commission. 


The basin commission would be 
a recognized federal agency, em- 
powered to require co-operation

providing for an advisory voice 
a for the states.

conditions and of objectives, is 
needed, together with positively 
unified management. 

“There has been a gradual but 
growing recognition of the neces- 
sity for integrating water, land 
and mineral resources develop- 
ment,” said the report. “Multiple- 
purpose water projects, utilizing 
both surface and ground water 
supplies, must provide the proper 
balance among these multiple 
functions if all the needs are to 
be met, and they must be oper- 
ated in step with a comprehensive 
watershed management program.

“It also illustrates the value 
of the course recommended by 
this (policy) commission: to 
change the multitude of water 
resouree activities which are 
proceeding in all parts of the 
nation into a series of inte- 
grated, complete programs, one 
for each region. Voluntary co- 
ordination of independent 
azency programs, while a step 
in the right direction, is not to 
be considered a substitute for 
clearly defined responsibility 
in a unified program.” 


The report had an explanation 
for the “piecemeal approach” 
which it noted critically in the 
Missouri basin. This was: 

“The rate at which water re- 
sources development should take 
place in the Missouri basin can- 
not be determined without fur- 
ther study. Although consider- 
able work has been done on some 
phases of its water problems, the 
area of the basin is so complex 
that the many steps to further 
development cannot now be de- 
fined. Too little is known of the 
basin’s resources and the inter- 
relations between their exploita- 
tion and water resources develop- 
ment. 

“Expediency and local public 
pressures have forced construc- 
tion of some projects before a 
unified study of the resources of 
the basin was undertaken or pre- 
sented for approval to Congress 
and the people.” 

Thorough Analysis Called For. 

Thorough analysis of present 
works in the Missouri Valley and 
preparation of a comprehensive 
basin-wide program, by the pro- 
posed Missouri Basin Commission, 
working through existing federal 
agencies, in co-operation with the 
states and local interests, was 
called for in the report. 

The commission said the ex- 
tensive work now in progress un- 
der the Interagency system should 
be completed. It recommended 
the following additional fields of 
action, to be entered soon “to 
meet developing needs.” 

Watershed (that is, land) 
management in critical aréas. 

Local flood protection works 
where hazards are severe. 

Bank stabilization in critical 
areas of tributary streams. 

Electric power for “urgent 
needs.” 

More irrigation where water 
supply is inadequate or short- 
ages imminent. 

Irrigation of lands that can 
be irrigated with livestock graz- 


ing. 
Local abatement of stream 


od control and other pur- 
poses. This resulted in authoriza- 
tion of about 10 reservoirs, before 
adequate investigations, covering 
all aspects, including the eco- 
nomic, could be made. No similar 
recent emergency stimulus af- 
fected the watershed management 
plans.” 
Co-Ordinated Operation. 

The commission stressed the 
need for co-ordinated operation 
and management, on completion 
of more of the control projects 
in the valley. It said operation 
must be flexible, even down to 
regulation of dam gates.on an 
hour-to-hour basis during big 
floods. At present, it declared, a 
principal lack is the absence of 
a guide to “the relative impor- 
tance of the many various inter- 
ests involved in most of the 
projects.” 

The commission conceded that 
there has been co-ordination and 
co-operation among agencies, but 
insisted that more is needed, add- 


‘ing: 


“This is particularly true be- 
cause there is need for clearer 
delineation of many phases of 
the plan. Aspects such as trends 
in economic development and 
how they will be affected by and 
affect future water developments, 
fish and wildlife, social needs 
and other phases of both state 
and federal interest have not yet 
been -clearly defined. While co- 
ordination of some phases of the 
land and water development pro- 
gram has been adequately pro- 
vided for, others apparently have 
not received sufficient considera- 
tion. 

“The establishment of a river 
basin commission can be particu- 
larly helpful in bringing about 
integration of federal, state and 
local activities in programs of 
the size and complexity of those 
going forward in the basin. Es- 
tablishment of such a commission 
may be considered an essential 
first step toward efficient fur- 
ther progress in Missouri water 
resources improvement.” 

33 Policy Problems Taken Up. 

The report extended attention 
to a consideration, one by one, 
of “at least 33 separate policy 
problems identifiable in the wa- 
ter resources development of the 
basin.” Problems which it said 
are accentuated are: Possible con- 
flicts between upstream and 
downstream interests over use of 
the water available; adequacy of 
basic information for decisions 
on best uses of water and land; 
use of “an imtegrated basin pro- 
gram to provide greater eco- 
nomic and social stability in areas 
which have experienced serious 
fluctuations in the past.” 

The commission added this 
comment: “This basin, because 
of its size and diversity, will 
continue to be a severe test 
for those responsible for its 
development.” 

Among specific matters taken 
up by the report were these: 

Suggestion for use of the 
power of zoning to prevent ex- 


pollution to eliminate health 
hazards. 

Preservation of fish and 
wildlife affected by major 
projects. 

It is to be expected that pro- 
ponents of the present Inter- 
agency system will argue that 
handling of such matters already 
is contemplated under their plans.

U.S. Holds Edge 
On Air Strikes, 
Finletter Says 


Better Able to Hit 
Russia by Plane 
Than Reds Are 
Us, He Asserts. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26 (AP). 


ECRETARY OF THE AIR 
§ Force FINLETTER said to- 

day the United States is better 
able to attack Russia by air than 
Russia is to strike at this *oun- 
ry. He made the assertion in a 
copyrighted interview in United 
States News and World Report, 
a weekly news magazine. 


In backing his contention, he 
pointed to developments in this 
nation’s rapid build-up of air 
power: 

1. New models of the giant 
B-36 intercontinental bomber 
have been equipped with jet en- 
gines. 

2. A new and faster sister 
of the B-36—the B-52—is being 
constructed. 

Both these planes are built to 
carry the atom bomb, as is the 
smaller B-47, a swept-wing six- 
jet speedster which Finletter said 
is “the fastest bomber we know 
of in the world.” 


Range Stepped Up. 


This is the same aircraft which 
made a non-stop 2400-mile flight 
last week from California to 
Hawaii in six hours. Finletter 
said the new B-52, “a much big- 
ger B-47,” would have interconti- 
nental range. 

He added that two prototypes 
of the plane have been bought 
and that he “scrambled around 
one the other day at the factory.” 
“It's a superb new plane,” he said. 

Finletter did not speculate on 
the possibility that Russia might 
be making similar progress in 
bomber development.

In discussing the possibility of 
a Russian attack against this 
country, Finletter said a radar 
screen now being set up “will be 
reasonably complete within the 
continental United States some- 
time this year” with the Alaskan 
radar to “follow along next year.” 
This network, he said, would 
give the country a 20-minute min- 
imum advance warning of ap- 
proaching enemy aircraft. 

He added that “there is con- 
siderable improvement” in radar, 
anti-aircraft weapons and inter- 
ceptor planes. He warned, how- 
ever, that as “good as the conven- 
tiona] air defense system is going 
to be, it’s never going to be 
enough to protect the United 
States against atomic attack.”

But Manly Fleisch- 
mann, head of NPA, made it 
clear that if the industry could 
find substitutes, production 
would not decline that much 
percentagewise. The _ third- 
quarter steel allowable is 70 
per cent. 


That gives full play to enter- 
prise and ingenuity in stretching 
scarce materials. It means mini- 
mum dislocation for labor and in- 
dustry in and around Detroit. It 
allows for maximum “butter.” 
And psychologically, to persons 
who don’t have sons in the fight- 
ing line in Korea or the Selective 
Service line at home, it puts the 
possibility of war with Russia far 
away. We don't feel it on the 
home front. 

More important, the NPA order 


sets up, within industry, a civilian 
dynamic. Every automobile com- 
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pany and every maker of auto- 
pmobile parts will now put its best 
men on the tasks of developing 
new ways of producing cars.

Official on Wilson’s staff, Wilson 
offered this concession long ago.

The first reaction to the latest 
Soviet note is to throw up one’s 
hands and to repeat again that 
the West is up against an almost 
insurmountable barrier—the So- 
viet Russian mind. In reading 
the note, an Englishman said, one 
should stand on his head. Pos- 
sibly that’s the reaction of the 
Soviet Russian when he reads a 
western note. 

Pessimistic Outlook. 


All this, it was observed, does 
not augur well for any four- 
power conference which may ma- 
terialize in the near future. Be- 
fore this conference could make 
any headway, it was suggested 
that the four powers will have to 
establish some agency to deter- 
mine the facts and figures of the 
situation, otherwise they will be 
like deaf men shouting at each 
other. 

Replying to British charges that 
Russia’s armed forces are greater 
than those of the three Western 
powers taken together, the Soviet 
note maintains that the armed 
forces of the United States, Brit- 
ain and France total more than 
5,000,000. It contends that this is 
“more than double the number 
of the armed forces of the 
U.S.S.R. at the present time.” 

According to this statement, So- 
viet forces do not exceed 2,500,- 
000. Prime Minister Clement R. 
Attlee, in a recent speech, said 
the Russians had 2,800,000 men 
under arms. Others have put the 
figure at 4,000,000, possibly in- 
cluding about 1,000,000 satellite 
troops in eastern Europe. 

Less Than Half in Europe. 

Recently published figures in- 
dicate that the three Western 
powers have about 3,751,000 men 
under arms, including army, 
navy and air force personnel. 
But even if the figure were 
much more than that as a re- 
sult of mobilization in the 
United States since the outbreak 
of the Korean war, it was pointed 
out that less than half is in 
Europe, where Soviet strength is 
more than double that of the 
Western powers.

They contend that Communist 
actions in Korea, Malaya and 
Indochina are also part of “libera- 
tion” movements. What the West 
considers to be slavery, the Rus- 
sians define as freedom: it is 
difficult to see how either side 
can get very far as long as they 
speak different languages. 


British press reaction to the 
latest Soviet note here can be 
summed up as: “Enough of ‘di- 
plomacy by post,’ the time has 
come for talking.” 

Negotiation Offer Hailed. 


All London newspapers, from 
the Laborite Daily Herald to the 
mass’ circulation, conservative 
Daily Graphic, seized on Russia's 
expressed willingness to negotiate 
differences which have soured 
British-Russian relations. How- 
ever, at least two papers urged 
wariness, on the ground that 
Russia may be attempting to 
drive a wedge between Britain 
and the United States. 


The conservative Yorkshire 
Post went a step further than the 
London press by suggesting that 
German rearmament might be 
suspended if that would quell 
Russian fears. It said such a move 
woud be a “cheap price for a 
successful conference.”

Coventry’s Preparation 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In Dickson Terry’s article ‘on my ex- 
periences as a civil defense adminis- 
trator in London during World War II, 
I am quoted as implying that the city 
of Coventry was almost bombed out of 
existence because it was unprepared 
from a civil defense standpoint. 

I must apologize both to Mr. Terry 
and any Coventryites who may have 
read the article, for having involuntarily 
caused a misunderstanding. The city 
of Coventry, being a key industrial cen- 
ter, was as well (or as ill) prepared as 
any other city in Great Britain. The 
only difference between Coventry and 
London was that the latter took it for 
granted that it would be the first Ger- 
man target, whereas Coventry had, per- 
force, to take a chance on it. 

There were two main reasons why 
the raid on Coventry was such a 
ghastly disaster to its inhabitants. First, 
the raid marked the first switch in tac- 
tics by the Germans, when they 
changed from indiscriminate attrition 
bombing to concentration bombing. 

Second, by sheer misfortune, one of 
the first bombs scored a direct hit on 
the city’s ammunition dump . which 
served the Anti-Aircraft Defense bat- 
teries. These were, therefore, quickly 
silenced, and the raiders could bomb 
practically as they pleased, except for 
opposition by nightfighters—then still 
in their infancy of development. 

Mr. Churchill refers to the Coventry 
raid in the second volume of his mem- 
oirs (pages 376-7) and recounts how the 
all-important industries were not 
brought to a stand-still, and how in less 
than a week an emergency reconstruc- 
tion committee did wonderful work in 
restoring the life of the city. 
work simply could not have been done 


unless there had been a pretty godd,. 


although hitherto untried, civil defense) 
organization. 

May I also take this opportunity of 
congratulating you upon your first- 
class efforts to keep the need for ade- 
quate civil defense before the citizens 
of St. Louis.

Historic Opportunity 
The Soviet Union is ready to discuss its dif- 
ferences with the Western powers over Europe. 
The Kremlin has sent a note to London which 
virtually accepts the Western proposal for a 
preliminary meeting in Paris on March 5 to 
draw up an agenda for a meeting of the Foreign 
Ministers of the Big Powers. Since the British, 


French and Americans made identical proposals, 


it is assumed that formal acceptances will go to 
Paris and Washington as well as to London. 

This was foreshadowed by a report of the 
Moscow correspondent of The New York Times, 
saying that Russian diplomatic quarters believe 
that the Western terms for a conference could 
hardly have been stated in a manner “more 
likely to meet ready and even enthusiastic 
Soviet acceptance.” 

It is a little difficult to say whether the latest 
Russian note to London is enthusiastic or not. 
In their usual manner, the Soviet rulers say that 
it is the Western powers, and not the Russians, 
who have turned Europe into an armed: camp. 
The big point, however, is the Russian willing- 
ness to discuss the size of these forces and 
other issues in detail. 

If the Kremlin means what it says, this gives 
the statesmen an historic opportunity to lessen 
the pressure which now bears so heavily on the 
world. In view of the Russian record for the 
last five or six years, no Westerner can be in- 
ordinately optimistic. But there is a possibility 
that it is beginning to dawn on the Kremlin 
that it is not succeeding in its efforts to brow- 
beat the rest of the world. 

It is to be hoped that the United States and 
its allies will take open-eyed advantage of any 
such change in the Russian mood. If there is 
not to be a catastrophic war, a settlement be- 
tween the East and the West will have to be 
worked out sooner or later. While hope cannot 
rise too high, there is the chance that this may 
be achieved sooner rather than later. _— 

Certainly, the Western governments should do 
all they can to bring the foreign ministers 
together. There should be no truculence which 
would foredoom the discussions. And the talks 
themselves should not be undertaken in a de- 
featist frame of mind. They should not be 
started with the feeling that they are bound 
to end in failure, and that they will serve no 
other purpose than to afford a sounding board 
for tough, nationalistic speeches. If this oppor- 
tunity is missed, there is no telling when an- 
other such chance will present itself. 

The notes released by Great Britain, France 
and the United States on Feb. 20 clearly 
stated the swollen Red army is the key to the 
international tension, and that it has left the 
Western Powers “no course except to redress 
for their own security the great disparity in 
armed forces existing in the world.” The West- 
ern notes further called for a discussion of the 
problems affecting Germany and the Austrian 
peace treaty. If Russia gets down to brass tacks 
on these issues, progress is possible. 

Scretary Acheson’s latest statements on Ger- 
many are anything but conciliatory. Probably 
they are intended to offset Russian self-righteous- 
ness. Some poker-playing is to be expected in 
diplomacy. Past events preclude an ardently 
conciliatory tone. But it is not too much to 
expect restraint, patience and a firm deter- 
mination to explore every new opportunity for 
at least limited agreement. 

Neither appeasement nor defiance is in order. 
Instead, there should be a critical spirit which 
will measure the sincerity of every proposal. 
There should be wariness, but also a readiness 
to join in any genuine accommodation which 
would tip Destiny’s scales in favor of peace, 
rather than war. 
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A Sheriff’s Philosophy

/ Clementis is under arrest by saying that the 


missing official took part in a conspiracy to 
align Czechoslovakia with the Western democra- 
cies. These are only the two latest signs of 
what life is like behind the Iron Curtain. When 
men will risk their lives in a stolen plane and 
an official can be blotted out of sight for interest 
in the democratic idea, dictatorship stands ex- 
posed and condemned by its own acts. 
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The Babel of the Bridges 


In asking for exclusive right to construct 
toll bridges across the Mississippi river in its 
area, the Bi-State Development Agency is follow- 
ing a sound course. This is a logical corollary 
of its project to take over all the bridges span- 
ning the Mississippi within its jurisdiction in 
Missouri and Illinois. As we said last October 
when the project was proposed, it will take a 
good deal of time. But the exclusive-right 
measure which the agenty now proposes will 
prevent the plan from becoming even more com- 
plicated than it is at present. 

St. Charles county owns the Clark bridge, 
at Alton. The village of Madison, Ill. owns the 
Chain of Rocks Bridge. The Illinois Terminal 
railroad owns the McKinley bridge. The Ter- 
minal Railroad association owns the Merchants’ 
bridge (for trains only) and the Eads bridge. 
East St. Louis owns the East St. Louis Veterans’ 
Memorial bridge, recently opened. St. Louis 
owns the MacArthur bridge. St. Louis county 
owns the Jefferson Barracks bridge. 

Does not this sound like a horizontal tower 
of Babel? How can a well-articulated system

of bridges be expected, best serving the needs 
of all this greater area in two states, as long 
as the planning and ownership are so diverse? 
The multiplicity of ownership is an open invi- 
tation to the kind of squabbling that has gone 
on in past years between the Missouri and IIli- 
nois ends on the subject of bridge taxation. 
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Can a President Abdicate? 


Reports out of Washington picture President 
Truman as a much relaxed man in recent days, 
and the reason may be that he has shifted so 
much of the burden of economic mobilization 
to Charles E. Wilson, It is now Mr. Wilson who 
makes the radio speeches explaining the pro- 
gram and rallying the people to it. It is also 
Mr. Wilson, apparently, who makes most of the 
final decisions.’ Reliable reports indicate that 
he insisted upon complete authority before tak- 
ing the job. ° 

While this situation relieves Mr. Truman of 
a great burden, and in a measure may deflect 
from him any political unpopularity arising from 
the defense program, it has its drawbacks. The 
confidence that Mr. Wilson inspires is deepest 
in the economic group which he represents, and 
labor has made it quite clear that it wants rep- 
resentation of its own before it can share that 
confidence. : 

Since there is no doubt whatever that the 
business community would respond in the same 
way if a labor leader were given such a vast 
grant of authority, who shall say that the unions’ 
position is out of line? 

As we have said before, we think labor is 


- justified in objecting to a wage stabilization 


formula which takes no account of possible fu- 
ture changes in the cost of living. Mr. Wilson 
indicates that the formula is now being changed. 
He should also recognize that genuine labor par- 
ticipation—the real thing, and not a mere token 
connection—is essential to the success of a great 
production effort. 

In the final analysis, no President can abdicate. 
He alone represents all the people and is politi- 
cally responsible to them. He can call in the 
best men he can find to do the jobs they are best 
qualified to do, but in the end it is he who must 
take responsibility for the major policy decisions. 
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Little Boon to French Voters 

The French cabinet’s plan to move away from 
the proportional representation system of deter- 
mining who has been elected to Parliament is 
fvelcome. The merits of proportional represen- 
tation as an exercise in theoretical democracy 
may be considerable, but they are not as great 
as the confusion the system can cause. 

Particularly is this true in a country such gs 
France, where there is no clear, continuing ma- 
jority and minority, but only a welter of parties 
which must make frequent political deals among 
themselves to get business done. 

The cabinet’s idea in changing the electoral 
system is to cut the power of the Communists. 
Perhaps the substitute being offered to the 
Chamber of Deputies will accomplish that end, 
but it would hardly pass muster in a political 
scientist’s Ph.D. thesis. The substitute proposal 
is so complex that it is doubtful how many 
voters could actually understand it, and it looks 
as though it might make for even more party 
politicking and balkanizing of French politics. 

This compromise, however, is the result of 
fears of the moderate coalition now running 
the government that their own strength would 
be sharply cut if the law were to say simply 
that the candidate with the most votes had been 
elected. They fear that such a law might hand 
the forthcoming national election to DeGaulle 
or the Communists, and such a result could be 
as disastrous for all the free world as it would 
be for the French moderates. 
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Look at Congress, Too 
The furor over congressional letters concern- 
ing the RFC seems to be shrinking to more nor- 
mal proportions. Actually there was not much 
excuse for it in the first place. Yet the alarm 
of several Congressmen did show that there are 

more kinds of “influence” than one. - . 
A few days ago it was disclosed that President 
Truman had quietly obtained 700 to 900 letters 
from Reconstruction Finance Corporation files, 


,and most of these letters had been written by 


Senators or Representatives about RFC loans. 
Some members in and outside of the Senate 
Banking subcommittee immediately and wrath- 
fully concluded that the President was trying to 
intimidate Congress in general and their RFC 
inquiry in particular. 

This proved to be nonsense. The White House 
announced that there was no evidence of illegal 
influence on the RFC by anyone in Congress. 
We hope this mollifies the Congressmen, and 
calms their judgment for the job ahead. 

Part of that job should include an investiga- 
tion of the letters to the RFC, as Senator Tobey 
was quick to propose. It has been a fairly com- 
mon practice for Congressmen. to bring loan 
requests of constituents to the attention of the 
RFC, and there is nothing wrong in that. The 
question is whether any kind of official influence 
was used to promote special favors, waste of 
public funds or other misconduct, 

A congressional committee which {1s investi- 
gating influence, and which bas made charges 
against a number of persons, ought to be cer- 
tain as to whether influence ever was used im- 
properly by members of Congress itself. 
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A New Test Oath? 


Should a lawyer be disbarred if he is a mem- 
ber of the Communist party or advocates the 
doctrines of Karl Marx? Should a lawyer be 
required to “attest to his loyalty to our form 
of government by anti-Communist oath?” 

The House of Delegates of the American Bar 
Association thinks so and so does a special.com- 
mittee of 10 members of the association, appoint- 
ed pursuant to the adoption of a resolution in 
favor of the test oath by the House of Delegates. 

Many other members of the bar, including 
some of its eminently respected leaders, feel just 
the opposite about the test oath idea. Former 
Supreme Court Justice Roberts, John W. Davis, 
Grenville Clark, Laird Bell, Henry Upson Sims, 
Zechariah Chafee Jr., and C. C. Burlingham 
are among some 25 who have signed an appeal 
in the American Bar Association Journal against 
retreat to “an illusory safeguard.” The Associ- 
ation of the Bar of the City of New York has 


*gone on record against the test oath. There also 


is epposition in Boston. 

What about St. Louis? This is a city with 
the. finest traditions of freedom and liberty. 
St. Louis remembers the uprising which fol- 
lowed the attempt to apply a post-Civil War test 
oath in Missouri. Here is a proper subject for 
the organized bar of this community. If the 
New York bar can condemn the test oath, the

Political instability south of border can be blamed on many things, 
including poverty and authoritarian traditions, writer says, but 
“ basic cause is colonial economy in sovereign state; when govern © 
ment is the one road to wealth, struggles for power are inevitable.

Col. Carlos Delgado Chalbaud, chief of 
a Venezuelan military junta, was at least 
the seventeenth chief executive in Latin 
America to be removed by violence since 
V-J day. Since the end of World War II, 
three presidents (including Delgado Chal- 
baud) have been forced out in Venezuela, 
three in Paraguay, two in Ecuador, and 
one each in Brazil, Haiti, Bolivia, Nica- 
ragua, Costa Rica, Peru, El Salvador and 
Panama. 

This list does not include the bloody 
uprising in Bogota, Colombia, in 1948, the 
intermittent revolts — 
in Guatemala, the 
perennial “Commu- 
nist” revolts in Bo- 
livia and Paraguay, 
the numerous sus- 
pensions of constitu- 
tional guarantees in 
virtually all Latin 
American countries, 
and the “irregular” 
conditions which ul- 
timately resulted in 
the election of Juan 
Domingo Peron to 
the presideney in Ar- 
gentina! 

No area in the 
world can match the Latin American rec- 
ord for political instability, for shifts in 
governmental personnel by coup d'etat, 
for frequent adoptions of new constitu- 
tions (18 in Haiti). The pervasiveness of 
political change by violence in Latin 
America is obvious. But why do the Latin 
Americans revolt? 


President Peron 


Minority of Landowners 


They .revolt because they are poor. 
Masses of the people in Latin America 
have very little stake in any existing re- 
gime. Estimates of per capita annual ih- 
al in Paraguay have varied from $20 
0 $2. 

They revolt because a large percentage 
of the agricultural population is landless. 
Land ownership is concentrated in the 
hands of a tiny minority. In Argentina, 
2000 landlords own approximately one 
fifth of the land, In Chile, it is estimated, 
626 properties (0.3 per cent of all prop- 
erties) hold more than half of all the land 
under cultivation, In Venezuela, 1 per 
cent of the farms comprise almost half 
of all farm acreage. 

They revolt because the Spanish tradi- 
tion has not been conducive to the stimu- 
lation of a reverential attitude toward 
constitutionalism. Parliamentary methods 
and constitutionalism have not enjoyed 
the prestige in Spain and her colonies 
which they acquired in England or the 
United States. Caudillismo and person- 
alismo have been more significant than 
parliamentarianism in shaping the polit- 
ical traditions of Latin America. 

They revolt because they manifest “ra- 
cial” antagonisms. Indians and mestizos 
frequently harbor resentment against the 
influential position of the “whites.” 


The Major Contradiction 


They revolt because it is easy. Often 
a show of force by the army garrison in 
a capital city, isolated from the interior of 
the country, is sufficient to overthrow a 
government. 

Among the various factors which help 
to account for instability, however, can 
one condition be singled out as basic? 
Perhaps the fundamental cause for Latin 
American instability is the contradiction 
between the colonial nature of their econ- 
omies and their political sovereignty. 

The contradiction makes control of gov- 
ernment a singularly lucrative and attain- 
able prize in the Latin American area. 
A brief comparison with conditions in the 
United States will serve to bring out the 
peculiar and irresistible attraction which 
political power holds for ambitious mem- 
bers of Latin American society. 


Ordinarily, the road to wealth in the 


United States {fs the road of a business. 
The government worker in the United 
States, high or low, regardless of the criti- 


~cism directed against him as a “bureau- 


crat,” is not regarded as strategically 
placed for economic advancement. 


But what is the situation in Latin Amer- 
ica? Here conditions are reversed. Wealth 
and the power which accompanies it are 
rarely available in business to the ambi- 
tious mestizo, mulatto or Indian. 


Ownership of land cannot be achieved, 
for the most superficial observer is quickly 
introduced to the agrarian problem in 
Latin America. Much of the land at the 
present stage of development is not till- 
able. Cultivatable land is concentrated 
in the hands of a relatively few large 
landowners. The possibilities of agricul- 
tural wealth for ambitious men, without 
a major social upheaval, consequently are 
remote or virtually non-existent. 


Industry, likewise, offers little opportu- 
nity to native groups in Latin America. 


Industrialization is not far advanced and | 


private native capital, of course, is ex- 
tremely limited. 

As for exploitation of available mineral 
resources, vast scholarship is not required 
to appreciate the dominant position of for- 
eign ownership in this field. The pros- 
pects of a Peruvian making a “killing” in 
copper, or a Chilean in nitrates, or a Bo- 
livian in tin, or a Venezuelan in oil, are, 
to put it cautiously, not bright. 


What Road for Ambition? 


Where, then, can a man of worldly am- 
bition turn in Latin America? Govern- 
ment! The army! And often the two are 
indistinguishable. 


Direct profits from native oil fields may 
not be within his grasp. But foreign oil 
companies require concéssions. And who 
is able to bring together the foreign oil 
company and the concession? The gov- 
ernment official, of course. 


The road to wealth through direct cop- 
per profits similarly may be blocked, but 
the foreign copper company, nonetheless, 
must negotiate with a Peruvian govern- 
ment whose personnel is Peruvian. Again 
there is an opportunity for personal gain. 


Control of the government, moreover, 
includes control of customs revenues— 
and, in Latin America, taxes on foreign 
trade often are a major source of govern- 
ment funds. Hence the granting of con- 
cessions to the alien and the maintenance 
of “order” for the landowner becomes 
one of the few practicable careers which 
can result in wealth and power. 


Question for Washington 


Since the number of lucrative govern- 
mental and army posts are necessarily 
limited, the competition is inevitably keen. 
But, since the stakes are high and the 
alternatives unappealing, a relatively large 
number are prepared to take the ultimate 
risk, the risk of life, in a revolt, in a 
coup d’etat. And thus is established the 
most characteristic feature of Latin Amer- 
ican politics—political instability. 

Spokesmen for the United States De- 
partment of State are fond of describing 
the dilemma of its Latin American policy- 
makers. The State Department, they con- 
fess with apparent candor, is not happy 
about instability and dictatorship in Latin 
America. The department would like 
nothing better than to strike a “blow for 
democracy.” Unfortunately, they add, the 
department, at this point, is restricted by 
one of the significant accomplishments of 
the “good neighbor” policy—the principle 
of non-intervention. 

If the analysis presented here is cor- 
rect, however, the State Department has 
not yet recognized the true nature of its 
dilemma. For the genuine dilemma of the 
State Department is how to trim the horn 
of political instability when the horn of 
colonialism is so profitable to some, 


Between Book Ends 


The Scientific Revolution 


THE ORIGINS OF MODERN SCIENCE, by Herbert 
Butterfield. (Macmillan, 183 pgs., $3.) 


The scientific component of the revolu- 
tion in men’s minds which helped shape 
the modern world, was always integral to, 
and at times in the forefront of, the entire 
centuries-long process. 

As Prof. Butterfield makes clear in 
the series of thoughtful lectures for a 
general audience collected in this volume, 
the literary and artistic phenomenon most 
men think of as the Renaissance was in 
fact preceded and accompanied by the 
equally fundamental and revolutionary 
ideas of such men as Copernicus, Galileo, 
Harvey and Bacon. Scientists, theologians, 
writers, rulers, artists—each complement- 
ed and emboldened others in new assaults 
on the extraordinarily complex and all- 
embracing medieval system. 

But it is not solely for its discussion of 
how some of the major basic premises of 
modern science developed that this book 
is valuable. Professor Butterfield, by 
trade a general modern historian, consid- 
ers at some length the fascinating inter- 
locking of men’s ideas which provides the 
framework by which they think. 

No isolated observation is of much 
value until somebody puts it into a gen- 
eral frame, but that same framework, and 
the pertinacity with which men hang on to 
the ideas they were taught, also serve to 
block new developments. 

Dotted through the writings of Arabian 
physicians for centuries before Priestley 
and Lavoisier demolished: the phlogiston 
theory of burning were notations of the 
fact that substances which were burned 
gained instead of losing weight. But be- 
fore that observation could be put to work 
to produce the idea of oxidation, the im- 
portance of weighing and looking instead 
of thinking had to be established, and that 
was a _ general philosophical problem 
which extended far beyond the realm of 
pure science, and required the work of 
many minds. 

The Italian anatomist, Vesalius, knew 
long before Harvey an essential fact 
which should have made clear the false- 
ness of Galen’s tradition-encrusted ideas 
of blood flow in the human body. But 
when Vesalius saw that Galen was wrong 
and blood did not flow through the sep- 
tum in the heart, he interpreted that fact 
as a demonstration of the power of God, 
who could make blood flow through the 
apparent solidity of the septum. 

It took a man more willing than Vesalius 
to face the consequences of a shattering 
of all the points of reference on which 
men depend to interpret that observation 
correctly. But it also took a further 
change in the temper of the times, and 
for that Bacon, Galileo, Luther and a host 
of other people were needed.

fice in the national interest. Wil- 
son is perfectly aware of this, 
which is why his battle with labor 
is only a first round. . 

The second round, this time 
with agriculture, has in fact al- 
ready started within the Admin- 
istration, and it will soon be 
fought out on the public stage of 
Congress. 


Farm Power. 

The powerful farm organiza- 
tions have taken the stand that 
the parity formula is sacrosanct 
and that they will fight to the last 
ditch against any attempt to 
amend the mobilization law to 
permit control of any food prices 
below parity. 

This means, according to the es- 
timates of Wilson’s staff, that food 
prices will climb an average 5 
per cent before they can be con- 
trolled. This, in turn, will re- 
inforce demands for higher Wages, 
to the point where the process of 
spiraling prices might get wholly 
out of hand. 

Wilson is determined that this 
shall not happen. He therefore 
proposes to go to Congress very 
soon and demand authority to 
control certain food prices below 
Parity. Inevitably, Agriculture 
Secretary Charles Brannan is 
fighting this proposal. It is likely 
that President Truman will sup- 
port Wilson in the end, and that 
Wilson will therefore soon be in- 
volved in another unholy row, this 
time with the farm organizations 
and the Congressional farm bloc. 

As for business, Wilson and his 
chief aids, despite their reputa- 
tion as conservatives, have been 
looking with a very fishy eye at 
certain business practices.

Bill to Repeal Social Security 


Secrecy Clause May Be Hot Issue 


Measure Before Congress Would Permit Pub- 


lication of Namés of Those Receiving Aid 
and Amounts Paid.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 26—A bill 
has been offered in Congress to 
repeal social security law require- 
ments for secrecy by state and 
local governments in disbursing 
federally aided welfare payments. 

The bill is expected to become 
a hot issue. Indiana, Georgia, 
Florida and other states are try- 
ing to remove the secrecy re- 
strictions. 

Under present law, the Federal 
Government can withdraw its por- 


tion of welfare funds if the se- 
crecy restrictions are violated on 
publication of names of persons 
receiving aid and the amounts 
paid. 

More than five billion dollars 
in federal, state, county and town 
tax-created funds was paid out in 
1950 throughout the country in 
all ferms of public welfare. It 
was all paid “in confidence.” 

Secrecy Could Hide Abuses. 

Welfare costs have been mount- 
ing despite steadily improving 
economic conditions. Secrecy in 
disbursements could conceal 
abuses of these tax-raised relief 
funds and the putting of unde- 
serving persons on the local rolls 
for political purposes. 

In Indiana, the state Senate has 
voted to repeal its secrecy laws, 
adopted, as in all other states, on 
federal suggestion following en- 
actment of the first social secur- 
ity laws in 1937.

Bill Before Congress. 

The bill before Congress, in- 
troduced by Representative C. B. 
Brownson (Rep.), Indiana, would 
remove federal restrictions on 
publication of names of persons 
receiving aid and the amounts 
paid. That information, like most 
else in state or county affairs, 
would become public records. 

So far the bill does not cover 
unemployment insurance, old-age 
and survivors’ insurance, and rail- 
road retirement benefits. 

It would apply to old-age as- 
sistance, and aid-to-dependent 
children, the blind and to the 
totally or permanently disabled. 

Except for old-age and surviv- 
ors’ insurance and railroad re- 
tirement, which. are federally 
paid, the five billion dollars made 
up by state taxes and federal con- | 
tributions, is dispensed by state, 
county and municipal officials. 

Major Welfare Categories. 

Here are the principal cate- 
gories of public welfare .with 
amounts paid in 1950: 

Unemployment insurance—fi- 
nanced by payroll taxes paid 
only by employers, collected by 
Washington and dispensed to the 
states by the Treasury on de- 
mand: $1,373,426,000. 

Because of increased employ- 
ment this figure has shrunk from 
the 1949 total of $1,736,000,000. 
The Treasury now has a trust 
fund, bearing 2.5 per cent inter- 
est, of $7,666,315,997 to meet 
these demands. 

Old-age assistance — financed 
by state and federal . appropri- 
ations: $1,461,447,000. The 1949 
figure was $1,372,913,000. The 
1950 federal contribution was 
about $770,000,000. 

Old-age and survivor insurance

E have just finished six 
W weeks of the genuine Cordon 

Bleu cooking course and wish 
to state that no Frenci *shef can 
hold a candle to us. Not unless 
he wants to be singed by the 
flames from the brandy, rum, 
sherry and sauterne drenching 
our apron. For someone who, a 
few short weeks ago, not only 
couldn’t make vichysoisse but was 
even a little hazy as to its pro- 
nunciatian, we feel sufficiently 
proficient to scoff at Escoffier. 

To be sure, sometimes we fear 
we have cooked ourself right out 
of our class, our class being 
suburban wife, meat loaf, cream 
cheese and cake mix specialist. 
Around our kitchen, which had 
never before seen anything 
fancier than creamed tuna with 
biscuit topping, there have been 
snide remarks to the effect that 
anyone could be a corking cook 
with our corkage bills. Also in- 
sinuations that we are less likely 
to be invited into the gourmet’s 
inner circle than into Alcoholics 
Anonymous. 

This low grade humor is di- 
rected at the fact that ~ almost 
nothing comes to our table any 
more unless it is brewed in 
spirituous Nquors and flaming 
like illicit love. Every true 
French cook, it seems, is really 
an arsonist at heart. 


Our baptism of this culinary 
style fire came when Judge Rob- 
ert W. Otto of Laclede Gas Co. 
decided to get up a French cook- 
ing class of friends and friends of 
friends and ended up with a doz- 
en or more food lovers drooling 
in his home service kitchen each 
Tuesday night. It was a varied 
caste-unconscious group.

one Lucas’s counterpart in New 
York. Also the only woman we've 
ever met who could say, “Faites 
attention s'il vous plait” with a 
Macon, Ga., accent. At our first 
lesson, Mrs. Q. told us there were 
three kinds of cooks: “Cooks who 
never make a mistake, cooks who 
make a mistake once, and cooks 
who go on making the same mis- 
take.” The third group was 
immediately swelled. 
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Ealso found we were cook- 
W ing in as primitive a state as 

the early Pilgrims, more so 
because they at least had wooden 
spoons. Ina short time most of us 
had discarded metal spoons for 
wood, automatic mixers for wire 
whisks (a mistake, it developed, as 
eventually we were permitted to 
beat an egg without dropping from 
exhaustion), our kitchen knives for 


a broad garlic-crushing variety, 
our cake tins for special char- 
lotte, souffle, and madreleine 
molds, our cooking pans for cop- 
per. The current copper short- 
age may in time be traced direct- 
ly to our zealous class. As for 
the bicarbonate of soda shortage 
we could not say. 

The fourth week, rumor got 
about that one of the less affluent 
class members had mortgaged her 
house in order to pay the dairy 
bill, but most of us simply gave 
up midwinter sales and managed 
to afford eggs, cream and butter. 
A “generous teaspoon” in Quil- 
lianese, we found, meant a quar- 
ter of a pound. Nor was butter 
for cooking only. You also clean 
your omelet pan with it, and if 
a drop of water should touch the 
pan, warned Mrs. Q. dramatical- 
ly, throw the pan out. (We kept 
ours but have it hidden away.) 

We swore not to divulge any of 


the recipes with a solemnity we 
hadn't felt since the days of the 
J.U.G. (Just Us Girls) society. But 
going through the lesson leaflets, 
we can give you a general idea. 
Disregarding such marginal nota- 
tions as “Fred Gardner Martini— 
take juice of two-fifths gin”—we 
find the secrets to a fruit com- 
pote with rum, a clear soup with 
wine, a chicken dish with brandy, 
a veal dish with two kinds of 
wine, an apple dessert with rum 
Sauce, and a delicately rolled-up 
dessert with an invitation to a 
nervous breakdown. 
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T WAS about the eginning of

egg, please. We gave him a nasty 
look, some fruit in rum, and went 
on making an omelet. We had 
already served omelet with red 
caviar, omelette with mushrooms 
flamed in brandy, jelly omelet 
with rum sauce, and were work- 
ing on an invention of our own, 
an omlet in creme de menthe 
with green cherries spelling out 
La Vie En Rose. 


A few nights later we asked 
his preference as to souffle au 
caramel froid or apple charlotte 
for dessert. He asked if he could 
have a little boiled custard, please. 
We went right on, whipping 
cream, flinging butter, flaming 
brandy, and, with the other hand, 
mincing garlic for the entree. It 
was about this time that we no- 
ticed the dogs were getting over 
their bad habit of greeting us 
each morning by jumping up and 
licking our faces. 


Well, finally we graduated, 
not cum laude but cum cham- 
pagye and filet Laclede (boeuf, to 
you peasants). Husbands were in- 
vited and we noticed several of 
them gathered in the corner. One 
was talking rather lyrically about 
some waffles his mother used to 
make. We heard ours say some- 
thing about “just a boiled egg.” 

As we say, French cookery has 
left its mark on us, as indelibly 
as the flaming brandy has left its 
mark on the kitchen ceiling. We 
will never be the same and in- 
tend alternately impressing and 
mystifying our friends from here 
on out. But knowing how slow 
men are to take to change, we 
went back to .an old fashioned 
breakfast the next morning. The 
“to each his own” bacon, part 
crisp, part raw, some boiled eggs, 
and day-old bread, flamed in the 
pop-up toaster. 


CANASTA

E have been discussing the 
W rew penalty for an insuffi- 
cient meld.’ This is sure to 
be among the most popular 
changes in the new international 
code of Canasta laws, which has 
just been announced this week. 
Under the new law, if you put 
down cards that don’t reach the 
minimum, you may pick up those 
cards and play on as if nothing 
had happened—except that now 
the rhinimum meld for your side 
in that deal will go up by 10 


points, from 50 to 60, or 90 to 100,, 


or 120 to 130. 

Or you may add cards to make 
your meld sufficient, in which 
case there is no penalty—provided 
you make use of all the cards you 
previously exposed. The only pen- 
alty, in this case, comes about as 
fcllows: 


You need 90 for your initial 
meld, and you inadvertently put 
down the joker and rair of kings. 
That isn’t enough. 

You can make your meld add 
up to 90 by using your four jacks 
with.your jcker, instead of your 
two kings. But in that case you 
can’t meld your kings. You must 
pick them up and put them back 
in vour hand. 

If you choose to do this, you 
must pay a penalty of 100 points. 
These 100 points are deducted 
from your score. But you have 
made a legal initial meld, and 
play from this point on proceeds 


as though no irregularity had oc- 


curred. ; 

There is one other way you 
may handle it: You may choose 
not to meld at all in this turn. In 
that case, you take back the joker 
and kings, and simply discard. 
Then you and your partner will 
need a minimum of 100, instead 
of 90, when you make your initial 
meld. But no points will be de- 
ducted from your score.

Army Teaches Recruits Why They Fight 


New G.l.s Show Eager Response in Discussions on World Affairs; the Chow Is Better Now, Too

they looked almost as grimy 
as combat veterans. All morning, 
they had been creeping and crawl- 
ing through barbed wire while 
land mines were exploding all 
around them and live bullets were 
buzzing over their heads. 

“There must be an easier way 
to make a living,” Pvt. Albert M. 
Harris said wistfully, sinking on 
his bunk. 

“I wonder what all this is good 
for anyway,” remarked his bed 
neighbor, but then his eyes sud- 
denly fell on a poster attached to 
the bulletin board, and he ex- 
claimed: 

“Look who's here! 
Mao!” 

As a matter of fact, the poster 
showed a portrait of the Chinese 
dictator and under it a text read-

WHAT HAS HAPPENED IN

These questions will be con-

The poster announced one of 
the orientation talks regularly 
held at Fort Dix and all other 
training camps by the Armed 
Forces Information and Education 
Division. These talks are consid- 
ered so important that 14 hours 
of the Basic Training schedule 
have been allotted to them. 

I was rather skeptical before I 
went to the lecture. I remem- 
bered the Current Affairs talks 
held during World War II when 
an embarrassed officer would 
bore us to death discussing a po- 
litical subject he didn’t care a 
hoot about himself. | 

But this turned out to be dif- 
ferent. Lt. John M. Procter brief- 
ly reviewed the political and eco- 
nomic events in China since 1943 
with the aid of clear maps and 
understandable diagrams. Then 
he simply asked his audience what 
to do about it all. To my great 
surprise, more soldiers were eager 
to “speak their minds” than there 
was time to listen to them. 

Evidently, the American sol- 
dier of 1951 is deeply concerned 
with world affairs. But how far 
can he go in expressing his opin- 
ion? 

“Is a G.I. allowed to criticize 
established Government policies?” 
1 asked Col. Leon D. Pond, chief 
of the I & E program at Fort Dix. 

“All our talks are based on di- 
rectives issued by the Secretary of 
Defense,” he answered, “If they 
show that our country has taken 
a stand on some ,question, this 
stand shall not be discussed, of 
course. But if a policy has not yet 
been formulated the men are free 
to express the various shades of 
national opinion on that issue.” 

After a pause, he added: ‘ 

“We want our troops to know

why they are in uniform. Too 
many soldiers in World War lI 
didn’t have the vaguest idea of 
what they were fighting for. That 
must not happen again.” 

I & E’s pedagogic efforts don’t 
stop there, however. Soldiers who 
want to get on, find many oppor- 
tunities in the correspondence 
and self-teaching courses offered 
by the United States Armed 
Forces Institute (USAFI). 


“It’s a university as good as 
any in the country, only a lot 
cheaper,” Col. Pond told me. “A 
man pays an enrollment fee of $2 
for two courses and, if he finishes 
one successfully, he can have an- 
other one free. That way, it is 
possible for him to get a formal 
education for the total sum of $2.” 

USAFI’s 169 courses cover vir- 
tually all fields of human en- 
deavor from aeronautics to refrig- 
eration. They teach art, biology, 
business law, music, mathe- 
matics, television, psychology and 
such languages as Burmese, 
Dutch, Latin, Turkish, Korean, 
Siamese and Serbo-Croat. There 
even is a course in Malayan Pid- 
gin English. 

More than 2400 men at Fort 
Dix are enrolled in USAFI. It 
takes a lot of willpower to com- 
plete such correspondence courses 


after-a hard day in the field. But’ 


those who do are earning credits 
which are now counted toward a 
degree by most universities in the 
country. 

That's what Maj. Gen. John M. 
Devine had in mind when he told 
me: 

“In the current emergency, the 
I&E program is gaining constant- 
ly in importance. It forms a 
bridge between. military and 
civilian life that will help solve 
many problems caused by the 
draft of our college youth. It 
will not only provide the Army 
with better soldiers but the na- 


tion with better citizens.”

and coffee. The food was a lot 
tastier than we used to get dur- 
ing the war, but my 19-year-old 
table neighbor didn’t know that. 

“What a lousy iunch!” he griped. 
“Calf’s liver! Hated it since I was 
a baby!”

Capt. Thomas W. Leon, the post's 
chief food technician, dismissed 
with a shrug of the shoulder. 

“In this business you can’t pos- 
sibly do right by everyone” he 
said.

“That the Army’s quartermas- 
ter market centers purchase $30,- 
000,000 provisions per month to 
still those monstrous young appe- 
ties?” 

The camp can adapt details of 
the master menu to local condi- 
tions but it is not permitted to 
alter its caloric value. All sol- 
diers must get at least 3600 cal- 
ories a day—20 per cent more 
than in World War II. According 
to Capt. Leon, the result is that 
most rookies are now gaining 15 
to 20 pounds during basic train- 
ing despite all the physical exer- 
cise they get.

Contract 
Bridge

OUBLE-DUMMY problems 
[) are rarely presented in this 

column, because these ¢ome 
closer to being ordinary puzzles 
than to illustrating conditions of 
actual play. However, a corre- 
spondent has sent in the follow- 
ing hand with the piteous plea: 
“Please put me out of my misery 
and tell me how (or if) six spades 
can be made by South against 
and defense. A friend (?) gave 
me the problem, stating that the 
slam contract could be made, but 
when I finally gave up, he had to 
confess that he had forgotten the 
solution!’ 
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In problems of this nature the 
bidding 1s very wisely omitted, 
since it is usually impossible to 
show how a partnership could 
have reached the desired contract 
through any logical sequence. 
Thus, in these double-dummy 
problems, the solver is given the 
conditions and must accept them. 
In this case he is told that South's 
contract is six spades and that 
West opens the heart deuce. The 
disadvantage declarer suffers in’ 
not hearing any opposing bidding 
is offset a hundredfold by his 
privilage of looking at both de- 
fenders’ hands. 

The “theme” of this problem 
is by no means new — in fact, 
there are no new themes in 
double-dummy problems. South 
must look for a way to unblock 
the heart suit and cash in his own 
fifth heart. With all the cards 
exposed, this should not be too 
difficult a feat. 

Success is achieved as follows: 
South runs his five trump tricks, 
discarding one diamond and the 
club ace from dummy. The en- 
tire crux of the situation is to get 
rid of dummy’s high club, while 
retaining the club deuce. Now 
dummy’s remaining hearts are 
cashed, followed by the diamond 
ace, and the finale is for South 
to lead the club deuce toward his 
own queen-six. East cannot keep 
South from gaining entry with the 
club queen, and South then of 
course can cash his" fifth heart.
